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Taking mental health 
care to the streets 


ESSEX Police has joined South 
Essex Partnership Trust to pilot a 
new project to provide the best pos¬ 
sible care to people with mental 
health issues. 

Four street triage cars, staffed by 
trained officers and mental health 
professionals, will be available in 
the county every Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday from 6pm to 2am. 

These times have been identified 


as the peak period for people with 
mental health problems to be taken 
to a place of safety by police. 

The cars are based in Harlow, 
Colchester, Basildon and Rochford 
and will attend incidents across the 
county where a person is thought to 
be in mental health crisis and in 
need of intervention. 

A dedicated mental health 
helpline will be available from 


Monday to Thursday between 6pm 
and 2am. 

This will allow officers to speak 
to mental health care professionals 
to get specialist advice and support 
when dealing with mental health 
issues. 

The pilot scheme will run until 
March 31, and aims to reduce the 
number of people detained under 
the Mental Health Act. 


DCI Tom Simons, from the Public 
Protection Command, said the street 
triage would help people in need. 

He said: “The street triage pilot is 
an innovative and proactive 
approach to reduce the numbers of 
individuals detained unnecessarily 
under section 136 of the Mental 
Health Act and provide a better 
response to those in mental health 
crisis.”

‘Jewel in crown will 
thrive and survive’

A REPORT on the structural state 
of Southend Pier has classed the 
attraction as being in fair to good 
condition. 

The report by Hemsley Orrell 
Partnership says that the pier needs 
replacement beams, bracings, tim¬ 
ber fenders and pile caps. 

It adds that if the initial high pri¬ 
ority £500,000 work is not taken 
out, parts of the pier head and the 
trains could potentially be closed. 

However, Southend Council has 
already budgeted for any work aris¬ 
ing from the report which is carried 
out every five years. 

The authority has revealed it has 
intentions to put more than £2mil- 
lion into the budget, phased over 
five years, in order to fix the pier. 

Councillor for enterprise, tourism 
and economic development, 
Graham Longley, said the report on 
the pier was a positive review. 

He said: “Some people have taken 
the Pier Condition Survey and 
turned it into a doom and gloom 
story. 

“However, it is not a damning 
report as is implied, but a condition 
survey that accompanies and 
informs a rolling maintenance pro¬ 
gramme. It basically shows we need 


to mend what we have got. 

“People shouldn’t take this out of 
context, we continue to put money 
in the budget for the pier. 

“From that point of view it is good 
news, the report shows there are a 
few things wrong with the pier but it 
shows there is an awful lot right 
with it. 

“Ideally there would be no failings 


with the pier but I am happy to walk 
on it. 

“The pier is the jewel in 
Southend’s crown. 

“We’ve just had our highest annu¬ 
al visitor numbers since the pier fire 
of 2005 and we now look forward to 
another bumper year in 2015. 

“Since its construction, it has sur¬ 
vived wars, fires and boat crashes. 


“And it will continue to thrive and 
survive,” he added. 

The original pier was built in 1830 
with extensions being added in 
1897 and 1929, and it is a Grade II 
listed building. 

Major damage to the pier due to 
fire or boats colliding with it has 
resulted in it being repaired on more 
than eight occasions since 1976.

It is vital that people take a 
few extra precautions to make sure they and 
their family can enjoy a safe and happy 
Christmas.” 

Guidance issued by the fire service includes: 

• Never place candles near Christmas trees 
or furnishings. 

• Never leave candles burning unattended. 

• Keep lighters, candles and matches away 
from children. 

9 Decorations are highly flammable. Do not 
attack them to lights or heaters. 

• Switch off Christmas lights before going to 
bed. 

• Do not leave cooking unattended. 

• Keep fireworks in a metal box, never return 
to a lit firework and keep a bucket of water 
nearby.

T he HEART-WARMING tale of a 
boy's battle to help his dad defeat 
an evil landowner and a nosey 
oounoil inspeotor - not to mention get¬ 
ting involved with poaohers and pheas¬ 
ants - is waiting for audienoes at 
Brentwood Theatre this Christmas.

The Fantastio Mr Fox and The 
Twitts, were popular and reoeived 
praise for imaginative sets. Parts of 
those sets have been reoyoled for use 
in Danny, and were oreated in the the¬ 
atre's own workshop. 

The intimate Shenfield Road oommu- 
nity theatre is oleverly used for this lat¬ 
est performanoe, with Zelly using a 
great deal of ingenuity to oreate stun¬ 
ning sets, whioh inolude an Austin 
Seven motor oar based on a mobile 


soooter and a reversible oaravan, 
to show inside and out. 

There is a strong oast of seven 
ineluding Lee White, a former 
pupil at the looal Hedley Walter 
High Sehool and Jaokson 
Pentland, as dad, who 
played Mrs Tiggywinkle in 
Peter Rabbit and his Friends ' 
at the theatre in 2012. 

The story revolves around 
Danny and his dad, who live 
in the oaravan and run a fill¬ 
ing station together, whioh is 
another part of the set. 

Their happiness is put at risk 
when Danny and his dad fall foul 
of landowner Mr Hazell who 
would like to see them evioted from 
land - and the oounoil whioh believes 
the oaravan is uninhabitable without 
proper water and eleotrioity supplies. 

The situation is oomplioated further 
when Danny realises his dad is a 
poaoher - and he doesn't approve. 

Then his dad is injured and has to 
go to hospital leaving Danny in 
oharge of everything inoluding feed¬ 
ing the ohiokens. 

Danny gets into many sorapes and 
as the story unfolds he disoovers 
many villagers are poaohers too.

THE HOBBIT: THE BAHLE 
OF THE FIVE ARMIES (12A, 
144 mins) 


A lmost 13 years to 
the day since director 
Peter Jackson first 
transported us to Middle 
Earth, the Oscar-winning 
New Zealand film-maker 
completes his tour of duty 
of JRR Tolkien's novels. 

It has been a long and 
sometimes gruelling slog 
since The Lord Of The Rings: 
The Return Of The King. 

Giddy expectation has 
crashed and burned, with 
only a few smouldering 
embers for ardent fans to 
stoke in the hope that 
Jackson might redeem him¬ 
self with this concluding 
chapter of The Hobbit trilogy. 

Alas, The Battle Of Five 
Armies bids farewell to hob¬ 
bits, dwarfs and elves with a 
whimper rather than a bang. 

The script occasionally devi¬ 
ates from Tolkien's source 
text, contriving one superflu¬ 
ous and protracted interlude 
with elvish allies Elrond (Hugo 
Weaving) and Galadriel (Gate 
Blanchett) and wizard 
Saruman (Ghristopher Lee) to 
provide a flimsy bridge 
between the two series. 
Jackson's mastery of 


action sequences is beyond 
doubt - the two set pieces, 
which bookend this film, are 
executed with flair, precision 
and a miasma of impressive 
digital effects. 

However, all that technical 
sound and fury without 
comparable emotional heft 
makes for increasingly 
wearisome viewing. 

We should be thankful this 
concluding jaunt is the 
shortest of the six - a mere 
144 minutes. 

The company of dwarves 
led by Thorin Oakenshield 
(Richard Armitage) including 
Bilbo Baggins (Martin 
Freeman) watches in horror 
as the mighty dragon 
Smaug (voiced by Benedict 
Gumberbatch) incinerates 
Laketown. 

As the flames rise, Bard 
the Bowman (Luke Evans) 
prepares to launch the last 
remaining black arrow at the 
beast. His children seek 
cover with elf warrior Tauriel 
(Evangeline Lilly) and badly 
injured dwarf Kili (Aidan 
Turner). 

Nearby, the Master of 
Laketown (Stephen Fry) and 
sniveling henchman Alfrid 
(Ryan Gage) make their 
escape in a barge laden 
with gold. 


At Dol Guldur, Gandalf (Sir 
Ian McKellen) escapes from 
the clutches of the 
Necromancer (Gumberbatch 
again) and beats a hasty 
path to the mountains, where 
various tribes will converge. 

As the fate of Middle Earth 
hangs in the balance, Thorin 
sacrifices everything in his 
selfish pursuit of the mythi¬ 
cal Arkenstone. 

The Hobbit: The Battle Of 
Five Armies follows a similar 
template to earlier pictures, 
resolving plot strands 
including the forbidden 
romance of Tauriel and Kili 
as the blood flows in brutal 
fight sequences. 

Gomical interludes with 
Alfrid jar with the darker 
tone that pervades this 
chapter, including the 
inevitable loss of at least 
one hero in the melee. 

Freeman's performance 
provides a flimsy emotional 
fulcrum while co-stars battle 
with their characters' 
demons or hordes of ores. 

As the end credits roll with 
an original song from Billy 
Boyd who played Pippin in 
The Lord Of The Rings saga, 
we feel a sense of relief 
rather than sadness.

THREE yellow cards and a com¬ 
pletely one-sided penalty count could 
not stop Southend racking up their 
sixth win of the season. 

They played for 30 minutes with 
only 14 men and were denied win¬ 
ning by a larger margin by any num¬ 
ber of baffling decisions. 

Despite being dominant in most 
parts of the game against third placed 
Titans they were often penalised by 
free-kicks, penalties and scrum put- 
in decisions.

mistaken identity failed to exonerate 
him. Five minutes later another 
penalty in favour of the Titans saw 
them score their first points of the 
day, taking the scrore to 10-3. 

Shortly after Southend looked to 
have broken through when a perfect 
pass found speedster Mark Billings 
racing through a gap in the Titans 
defence, but it was deemed to be for¬ 
ward and the chance was lost. 

Back to 15 men Southend resumed 
the offensive and Bloomburg scored 
his second of the day. Burr’s kick 
took the wrong bounce on the upright 
so the Saxons score only improved 
by five points to 15-3. 

Immediately after the break 
Southend’s Danny Cleare was given a 
yellow so Southend were back to 
fourteen again. Undaunted they 
forced their way up field and were 
rewarded with a rare penalty. 

It allowed Burr to execute his kick¬ 
ing skills again and the ball sailed 
between the posts 18-3 

Shortly after and still with a man 
advantage Taunton scored their one 
and only try after a fantastic and mes¬ 
merising run from wing Jack Faulkn¬ 
er. He got to within a couple of 
meters of the Southend line before 
being bought down. The Taunton for¬ 
wards rumbled on before scrum-half 
Webb darted around the melee and 
touched down. The conversion 
attempt was missed so the score 


remained at 18-8. 

Southend remained in control and 
were threatening the Taunton line 
when they were further encouraged 
after Taunton’s Daniel Lee illegally 
slowed play down, right under the 
referee’s nose. 

He was shown a yellow card and 
Southend set about trying to get a 
bonus point. 

Within minutes their hopes were 
dashed after captain Chesney was 


very harshly judged to have commit¬ 
ted a high tackle. 

Even the few Taunton supporters 
disagreed. Unfortunately, it could 
mean him missing a future game. 

The score remained at 18-8. 

A good result from a balanced team 
who looked to have found a system 
that works. 

Next week, the Saxons are away to 
another high-flying team. Bishop’s 
Stortford.
